A large crowd has 
been congregated in the vicinity ever since 
daylight this morning, and they appeared to 
be contented to watch the brick and mortar 
which surrounds the héro of the hour.

A Quiet Day at New London — The Visit to 
Newport,

NEwPokrt, R. I., July 5.—Newport is pre- 
paring to give President Harrison and the Seo- 
retary of the Navy a big reception. Gov. 
Ladd early received an intimation that Presi- 


dent Harrison would accompany Secret 
Tracy to Newport, and he atonce extende 
the hospitalities of his summer residence to 
both President and Secretary. These have 
mn accepted. The Despatch will ar- 

rive. here about 2 o’clock to-day, and 
President Harrison will be conveyed on shore 
by one of the fast steam launches landing at 
the torpedo station, where he will be received 
by Cant. Goodrich, the Commandant, and his 
fullstaff. Afterthe first formal ceremonies 
the President will be taken tothe Commund- 
ant’s headquarters, and from there he will 
witness a salute of twenty-one torpedoes ex- 

loded in his honor. Then a reception will 

held, to which Capt. Goodrioh has issued

ARRESTED TO-DAY. 


The United States Marshals Hunt- 
ing Indicted Politicians. 


Fruits of the Investigation Into 
the Frauds Committed Last 
Fall in the State Courts. 


Republican Central Comm'tteemen Taken 
Into Custody to Answer Charges of Hav- 
ing Fraudulently Aided in Securing Nat- 
uralization Papers Last Fall—Ward- 
Workers of Both Parties Indicted—Princi- 
pals and Witnesses Arrested. 


HE politicians are per- 
turbed. To-day United 
States Marshals are 
searching the city with 
warrants for the ar- 
rest of a number of 
petit political bosses 
who have been in- 
dicted for participa- 
tion in the paturaliza- 
tion frauds of last 
fall. 

If all the persons 
implicated during the investigation of the 


frauds are apprehended there wil 
be an array of about thirty-six 
defendants. Most of the indictments 


on which the arrests are being made to-day 
were returned to the United States District 
Court more than two weeks ago, but no capi- 
ases forthe apprehension of the defendants 
were asked for. The wisdom of this delay was 
very questionable, for since the day that the 
indictments were returned into court the pol- 
iticians have been aware of the fact that they 
wereinthe list of defendants.

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THE SIOUX COMMISSION. 


PECULIAR INFLUENCES IMPEDING THE 
SALE OF THE INDIAN LANDS. 


ATribal Feud That is Influencing the Sioux 
the Treaty— 


Will Be Recognized by the Goverament. 


EOF Dakota, as well as 

the citizens of Northern 
Nebraska and Northeastern 
Wyoming, are watching 
with intense interest the 
negotiations now in progress 
for the Sioux lands,’’ said 
Randall Peabody of Dead- 
wood, who was seen at the 
Laciede Hotel this morning. 
„„The land sought to be ob- 
tained contains thousands of 
acres admirably adapted to 
agticulture, being inthis respect as good as 
the best to be found in Dakota and Nebraska 
and far superior to any under cultivation 
in Wyoming. Long ago settlers began 
to crowd in, and although the majority 
withdrew in obedience to the order issued by 
the Secretary of the Interior, many still re- 
main, and those who retired are holding them - 
selves in readiness to return as soon as the 
lands are opened for settlement. The number 
of those camped near the reservation line is 
daily increasing, and it the lands are finally 
obtained a rush greater than that which took 
place when Oklahoma was opened will follow. 

NORTHWESTEEN INDIANS. 

‘‘Weold settlers are very anxious that the 
lands shail be opened, and therefore are no 
at all pleased with the manner in which the 
affair is being handled by the commission. I 
do not mean to imply that the members 
of the commission are not doing their best, 
for they are; but one or two facts, patent to 
those who have been acquainted with the 
Northwestern Indians for years, but which 
might easily escape the knowledge of those 
with less extended opportunities for observa- 
tion, have been persistently overlooked by 
those incharge of the management of nego- 
tiations. Ihave lived in the West and North- 
west for upwards of thirty-five years, was en- 
gaged in trade on account of the 

OLD AMERICAN FUR Co., 
andthink that I am as familiar as any man 
now alive with the feelings and history of the 
Northwestern Indians. Some four or five 
months ago I made a trip mene the Sioux, 
Cheyennes and Arapahoes, talked with many 
of their leading men concerning the proposed 
cession, and believe that I have arrived at the 
true reason for the strong opposition that bids 
fair to defeat it. This is seldom or never 
stated, as the last commission dismissed it as 
irrelevant, and from what I learn the present 
commissioners are inclined to pursue the 
same course.

The cause that actuates the opposition of 
thousands of the Sioux is not at all a disin- 
clination to give up their lands at a fair price. 
neg bave more than they want, and although 
the land which they have been asked to sur- 
render is by far the best part of their reserva- 
tion from a white man’s standpoint, it is 
nearly valueless to the redskins. It contains 
little game except the antelope and is not for 
an instant comparable as a hunting ground to 
the mountain region which they wish to 
retain, and which no one else yet 
wants. The arable and grazing lands they 
would readily give up, if they were certain of 
retaining their Western border. It is here 
that the real difficulty lies, and, strange to 
say, the Sioux do not fear white encroach- 
ment nearly so much as they do that coming 
from other Indians. It may not be generally 
known, but eve old frontiersman is aware 
of the fact that the Crows lie just west of the 
Sioux. Between these two tribes a 
hostility of the most bitter nature 
has existed from 4 period long 
antedating the general settlement of the coun- 
try by the whites. Not many years ago the 
Crows were avery powerful, although not 
particularly numerous tribe. Their territory 
extended far east of its present limits, and in- 
cluded nearly all of the lands that will be left 
to the Sioux, if the proposed cession should 
be ratified. By stirring up the Blackfeet to 
make an attack on the West, while 
they raided on the Eastern border, 
the Sioux managed to obtain pos- 
session of fuily three-fourths of the 
Crow lands. Placed thus between two fires, 
the Crows sought the alliance of the whites 
under their famous war chief, Ara-poo-Ash, 
assisted by a noted mountain man named Jim 
Beckworth. The troops stepped in, prevented 
further encroachments and ever since the 
Crows have been firm allies of the settlers. 

TRIBAL JEALOUSIES TO BE OVERCOME. 

This fact is weil known to the Sioux, es- 


pecially to the older set under the 
lead of Sitting Bull who, by the way, 
nad nothing to do with the 


Custer massacre, as he has always beena 
medicine man, and never was a warrior. The 
decline in power of the Sioux has been hailed 
with delight by the Crows, and their every- 
day boast is that now that the whites have 
taken away their ponies, the Crows will at 
last have justice done and regain the lands 
that were taken from them. This threat has 
great effect upon the Sioux, who by the terms 
of the roposed treaty, see themselves 
thrust nto close juxtuposition with 
their deadliest enemies, andj reduced to the 
occupancy of lands from which they formerly 
drove the Crows. It is a very general belief 
among the Sioux that it is the intention of the 
United States Government first to deprive 
them ofthe lands that are justly their own, 
then to decidea dispute which can easily be 
raised between them and the Crows in favor 
of the latter, and confine them to a mere frac- 
tion of the territory they now hold. The 
Crows have boasted that this would be 
done, and the Commission has unconsciously 
given confirmation to this idea. On several 
occasions they have been asked if the Sioux 
would be allowed all the land tothe westward 
that they now hold. The answer bas been 
that with thisthe commission had nothing to 
do. In my opinion the Commissioners were 
not aware of the widereaching scope of this 


question. Their reticence on this 
subject is ascribed by the In- 
dians to deep laid plot, and 


a 

the most formidable opposition to the pro- 
poses cession unquestionably arises from this 

elief. It the commissioners would assure 
the Sioux that no claim that the Crows might 
advance to their western lands would be con- 
sidered, I have no doubt that the agreement 
would be signed by a great majority of the 
tribe, and that the last difficulty to the open- 
ing of this rich country would be removed.

THE CRONIN CASE. 


A Mysterious Arrest Late Last Night by the

Remeving Stains From Linen. 


The scorching of linen by the use of a hot 
iron is very common in a laundry, and the 
Journal of Commerce gives the following recipe 
for removing the stain: 

Peel and slice two onions, and extract the 
juice by squeezing or . Out up half 
an ounce of white soap, with two ounces of 
Fullers’ earth, mix these with the onion juice, 
add halt a pint of vinegar, and boilthe whole 
composition together until it becomes a mass 
of soft paste. hen cool spread it over the 
scorched surface and let it remain on it for 
twenty-four hours. If the linen is very yel- 
low, or in any case when convenient, an 
ounce of hen manure put in before boiling 
will add greatly te the efficacy of the mixture. 
If the first trial does not restore the color per- 
fectly make a second application. 

For iron rust, wet the linen, spread the part 
that is stained on a hot water plate and apply 
a little of the essential salts of lemon to the 
stain. As it dries, wet it again, keeping the 
water in the plate as near bolling hot as pos- 
ble. When the stain disappears wash imme- 
diately in cold water.

ASTOUNDING FACTS ABOUT STAMPS 


A Look at the World’s Great Collections— 
Enough to Drive Small Boys Crazy. 


From the Lon@on Truth. 

Asa contribution to the history of human 
folly, the prices which a parcel of old postage 
stamps has just realized ata London auction 
are not unworthy of notice. The collection 
consisted of 286 lots, the most valuable be- 
ing a set of rare British Guiana labels, and for 
these the bids ran to figures which must seem 
to anyone not bitten with the mania little less 
than monstrous. A blue 4-cent’’ of 1856 
excited eager competition, and was final! 
knocked down to a dealer for £37. 
This specimen, however, had been used, 80 
that when a stamp much finer,’’ and with-- 
out the defacing marks of the sorter on its 
surface, was putup, there was nothing left 
but for the buyer ofthe £37 specimen to ac- 

ulre it at £18 advance. After this a strip of 
our l-cent magentas, issued in 1801, on the 
original envelope, from the same colony, at 
£7; four of the 1-cent 1853 issue at £1 each, and 
a pair of 4-cent magentas, thirty-three years 
old, at £13, are barely worth notice, though 
their prices are so much in advance of 
what the first owner paid for them over the 
Post-office counter in Georgetown. Yet a 
book of 4,000 old issues of English 
stamps—postage, revenue, law, ill, 
railway and receipt—brought less 
than 8 ineas and a thousand 
Mexican ones only £65s8., while a collection 
of 380 Russian local stamps seem, to the un- 
initiated, to be simply given away at 90 snhil- 
lings. We may, however, take it that this 
— large as it is, did not, even if gen- 
vine, contain any rare ones. For, as the 
student of M. Koprowski’s volume must be 
aware, some Russian stamps are 60 scarce as 
to cause the most ardent collector many ~@ 
heartache in his futile endeavors to obtain a 
specimen which will pass the narrow scrutiny 
of the expert. These and all other high- 
priced stamps are forged wholesale, and with 
such ingenuity that only the experienced 
counoisseur can detect the knaveries. The 
presence of such impostors in the com- 
pany of honest specimens is the reason 
why the amateur at sales finds, to his amaze- 
ment, a wretched square-ineh of gummed 
paper going for a thousand times its weight in 

old, while he can secure an album containing 
t and a host of similar rarities almost at his 
own terms. The collection of M. Philippe de 
Ferrari is said to contain a quarter of a million 
specimens and to be worth almost as many 
pounds. Mr. Philbrick is understood to have 
sold this wealthy Parisian virtuoso one col- 
lection for £10,000, while Sir Daniel Cooper, 
an Australian collector, wisely transferred to 
the same gentieman the fruits of sixteen 

ears’ hoarding for £8,000. Mr. Burnett’s al- 
Same are currently reported to have brought 
something like £22,000, and it is nothing un- 
common to dispose of a respectable, but by no 
means remarkable set of stamps for £500, £700, 
or £1,000. The voliection made by the late 
Duchess de Galliera ig affirmed to have cost, 
up to the year 1883, in N n and arrange - 
ment, not less than £57,000, and the value of 
the 8,000 volumes in which it was contained 
bas since that date been putat £13,000 more. 
Yet it is believed that both in England and on 
the Continent there are public and private 
hoards very little inferior to it in interest and 


value. At the Parts Mint there is a remarkable 
collection, and that of the Admiralty is ta- 
mous throughout the world, while the Roths- 


child collection in Paris is so costly that the 
owner, with the true jealousy of the collector, 
reserves the pages containing his rarest speci- 
mens for the delectation of speolal friends. 

The prices given at the recent sale are said 
to be the highest ever paid for single stamps. 
We doubt whether this is correct. The 15 and 
80-cent Reunion stamps bring ge the New 
Brunswick 6-cent stamp, with the head of 
O'Connell, 8 1128 with under £30. 
The set of four Hawaiian stam are 
valued at £300, and the four British Guiana 
of 1850 are worth £75. Then there is the 1847 
Mauritius stamp, printed from a wood block— 
in two issues—one worth a penny and the 
other twopence, when first issued, and these 
are so seldom met with nowadays that we be- 
lieve £100 has been paid for one of them. Old 
black Brazil] stamps are priced in oata- 
logues at from 20 to 50 shil apiece; the 
green and yellow ones of Bueuos Ayres being 
as high as £5, while the red ones mount to 
£6. The vermilion one franc French stamp of 
1849 has often been sold for £10, and the V. 
R. black English penny stamp, which was in 
circulation a shorttime only, is not considered 
dear at something like the same price. But 
the rarest of all English Post-office literature 
of this sort isthe Mulready wrapper on India 
paper, issued in 1640. Of these there are said 
to be only six or seven in existence, although 
£25,000 worth were issued and the last which 
changed hands brought, if our memory is not 
at fault, the,ridiculous price of £80. 

It would be difficult to find a parallel for this 
folly in ite more extravagant developments. 
Large sums are, of course, given for coins— 
an American dollar of 1805 is now le at 
more than eight hundred times its orig- 
inal value. But a collection of coins is,

A LEMON SQUEEZE. 


A New and Novel Way to Entertain Your 
Friends of an Evening. 


From the Ladies’ Home Journal. 

Invite all your friends, young and old, for 
the old will enjoy it as much as the young. 
Request each guest to bring a lemon. They 
will wonder what for, and that is the begin- 
ning ofthefun. These lemons ust be re- 
ceived by the hostess, and placed m a covered 
basket. When all the guests have arrived 
remove the basket from the room and tie 
ribbons around five of the lemons, re- 
— “them to the basket and shak- 
ing t — well. Then pass among 
the guests with the basket, requesting each 
one to draw out a lemon without looking un- 
der the cover. Those who draw the five bear- 
ing ribbons are the Committee on Squeez- 
ing,’’ and must adjourn to another room, 
where they will find a table provided with two 
or three lemon-squeesers, plenty of ice and 
sugar, and pencils and paper. The remain- 
ing guests are ushered into the presence of 
this august committee one ata time, or two 
if the number be large. The victim 


is seated at the table between two of 
the committee, the lemon which he drew 
from the basket is cut and squeezed 


thoroughly, and the number of seeds it con- 
tains is carefully recorded 1 — bis name 
by one of the recorders. ‘These recorders 
consist of two other members of the commit- 
tee, one taking charge of the ladies’ list and 
one of the gentiemen’s. The seeds are then 
thrown Into a small bow! and the lemon juice 
carefully poured into a big pitcher. Tne 
owner of the lemon is then allowed to return 
to the other room and send some one else to 
go through the same ordeal. It is important 
to keep the record of names and seeds very 
exactly, and to save all the seeds. 

When all the lemons have been thus dis- 
posed oftne remaining member of the com- 
mittee takes the bowl of seeds and passes 
around among the guests accompanied by the 
hostess with penciland paper. Each member 
may glance into the bow! and guess the num- 


ber of seeds it contans. The name 
of the guesser and the number 
uessed must be faithfully recorded 
y the hostess. Mentime the four 
other members of the committee, provided 


with kitchen aprons, are busy preparing the 
lemonade, When all have guessed, the hos- 
tess announces that six prizes are to be 
awarded as follows: One to the lady and one 
to the gentieman whose lemons contained the 
greatest number of seeds.

OLD DONEGAL OHUROH. 


An Interesting Relic of Pioneer Christianity 
in America, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aron. 

Mount Joy, Pa., July 5.—Old Donegal 
Church, so frequently mentioned in sketches 
of the late Gen. Simon Cameron, is one of the 
most interesting relics of pioneer Christianity 
in this country. East Donegal Township, in 
this county, was settled by sturdy Scotch- 
Irish emigrants more than 175 years ago. In 
1723 they organized the East Donegal Presby- 


terlan Society. In 1740 John, Richard and 
Thomas Penn, the proprietors of Pennsy!- 
vania, conveyed to the society 200 acres of 
land for church purposes. In that year the 
church was built. It replaced alog church 
which had been put up in 1724, in which the 
Rev. James Anderson, one of the first Presby- 
terlan preachers in New York City, had 
reached since 1726, having accepted a call 
rom the East Donegal church in that year. 
The present church is built of stone, the wails 
being covered with plaster. It stands ina 
grove of ancient trees. Originally it had but 
one door, a double one on the southeast side, 
but about 1750 a door was out in each end and 
the interior somewhat changed jto accommo- 
date the increased attendance. The church 
has no steeple. Among the relics that are pre- 
served with the church is the original com- 
munion table, a heavy walnut table put to- 
gether with wooden pegs. The table was 
used in the old log church as early as 1727. 
One of the most revered objects connected 
with the old East Donegal churehb, which 
is looked upon as- part of the quaint 
sanctuary, is an immense oak tree 
that stands in the yard in front of the church, 
and casts a vast expanse of shade when in 
leaf. This tree, although not less than four 
centuries old, is as sound and sturdy as it was 


when the aborignees camped beneath its 
spreading branches. It is called ‘‘the Wit- 
ness Oak.“ In 1777 the Rev. Colin McFar- 


guhar, a learned school divine, was pastor of 
the church. His wife and family were in the 
mother country and while he had never pos- 
itively avowed his loyalty to the King he had 
not shown that he favored the American cause 
inthe revolution. His sermons often coun- 
seled conciliatory measures in the struggle 
and the Sunday before the battle of Brandy- 
wine he was preaching such asermon. Hiscon- 
gregation was made upof stern and uncom- 


promising patriots and on that 
day they resol ved to give pos- 
itive demonstration of their love 


for the American cause. They left the church 
before the services were over, taking the pas- 
tor with them, formed a circle around the big 
oak tree, and with itasa witness they swore 
an oath of allegiance to the Colonial Govern- 
ment and its cause, and compelled the Rev. 
Colin MeFarquhar to do the same. A few days 
later the most of that band, under the leader - 
ship of the dashing and impulsive Col. Alex- 
ander Lowery, fell at the Brandywine and 
mingled their blood with its waters. 

The old Donegal residence, so dear to Gen. 
Cameron, and where he died, is near this an- 
cient church, and is so sitnated that to drive 
upon its grounds requires a wide oircuit 
around the church grounds, Some years ago 
Gen. Cameron offered toendowthe church 
in the sum of $10,000 and secure the same sum 
from his brother William to be used for the 
benefit of the society, which was and 
is barely self-sustaining, vbrovided the soci- 
ety would grant him the right of way through 
a Corner of the church grounds, so that he 
could reach his own grounds without having 
to drive so much out of his way. He was then 
in active potitics and the East Donegal con- 
regation contained several prominent anti- 
ameron men. Under the lead of one of these 
the congregation refused the offer, an act since 
deeply regretted by the society. But this re- 
jection of bis generous offer did not serve to 
lessen Gen. Cameron’s affection for the 
church, dear to him through boyhood and the 
presence of the graves of his father and 
mother in its burial ground. Only a few 
months ago he wrote a touching letter to his 
legal adviser in Lancaster, in which he re- 

uested the lawyer to meet him at Donegal 
— and draw up a paper in which the old 
church was to be substantially remembered.

A CASE IN POINT. 

It has been said that the Democrats lost 
Indiana last year through apathy result- 
ing from CLEVELAND’S failure to turn 
Republican rascals out“ and put Demo- 
orats in the offices.

In short there is evidently more heart- 
burning among the Indiana Republicans 
over the offices they have than there was 
among Indiana Democrats over the offices 
they failed to get. The party seems to be 
the most dissatisfied and demoralized in 
the President’s own State, where he has 


used the appointing power most 
liberally to pay his personal and 
party obligations. Here we have 
a pointed illustration of the bad 


influence of the spoils system, even on 
the party organization that seeks to profit 
by it. 

That system is always used for personal 
ends or to build up cliques and rings within 
the party, rather than for the honor and 
benefit of the party as awhole. And 
when the rank and file see their best and 
truest workers passed over, and the spoils 
of yictory lavished on the mere political 
lackeys of the bosses, the effect is gener- 
ally of the kind we witnessed in St. Louis, 
where gross abuses of the appointing 
power by {Democrats changed a Demo- 
cratic to a Republican plurality of 
startling proportions.

SCHOOL MONEY. 

IN a Harper’s Monthly article Justice 
MILLER expresses a doubt that school 
taxes can be lawfully used for the support 
of High Schools under the Constitution of 
Iowa. High Schools are a very important 
part of the best systems of public educa- 
tion, and the language of the law would 
have to be very plain to exclude them 
froma share of the school money after 
the primary schools had been fully pro- 
vided for. But there is no rodm for doubt- 
ing that the school laws of every State in 


the Union dedicate school moneys 
first to the support of primary 
schools, and that every appropri- 


ation which diverts money so as to scrimp 
them and cripple their usefulness is 


unlawful. Until room and tuition 
are provided for every child en- 
titled to admission into the pri- 


mary schools the expenditure of school 
funds for any other purpose is robbery of 
a most atrocious kind. Those who would 
save a share of the school money for High 
Schools should see to it that very little 
money shall be wasted on fancy studies in 
the primary schools, and that nothing shall 
be done to obstruct, impair or delay the 
simple but most important work required 
of them.

Arraigning the Bar.

The most adroit and conscienceless railroad 
wreckers, stock jobbers and trust manipu- 
lators employ able lawyers to guide and di- 
rect their operations. They do not seek the 
ald of a lawyer after they have violated the 
law and witha view tosecurea proper de- 
fense in the courts, but employ him to prepare 
a plan by which the wrong may be perpe- 
trated insuch manner that punishment can 
never be inflicted. Lawyers compete eagerly 
tor the high rewards of such servic’. Judges 
leave the bench to serve rich and unscrupul- 
ous rogues and help them cheat the law. The 
violator of law who retains his attorney in ad- 
vance and cAlis on him to prepare the plan for 
the wrongdoing has an enormous advantage 
over the ordinary criminal who fails to ‘‘hire 
a lawyer’’ until after his arrest. No one 
could doubt the guilt of a lawyer who would 
prepare the plot and plan for a murder, a 
burglary, or the crime of arson; but what is 
the difference when from the inception he aids 
and assistsin a Wabash wreck and swindle, 
a Union Pacific robbery, a Belle telephone 
fraud, or the unlawful conspiracy of a sugar 
trust or a Standard Oil combine? By the aid 
of able lawyers these gigantic frauds and rob- 
beries were successfully accomplished, and 
the wreckers and conspirators are beyond the 
reach of the law. 


The Rise of the Bookmakers.

To the philosopher the rise of the book- 
maker must present one of the most astound- 
ing features ofthe age. The annals of com- 
merce are not wanting in examples of errand 
boys who have risen to opulence, but in the 
bookmaker we have a whole class that is ex- 
tracted from the very dregs of society, and 
that by pursuing a course of the most ques- 
tionable character is enabled to live on the 
fat ofthe land.

There 
is no space here to show in what various ways 
the wires are pulled by the bookmakers; let it 
suffice to know that they are the pullers, and 
that, where their pockets are concerned, and 
they have the power to act, all else is sacri- 
ficed.

CLERK'S ERROR. 


HOW MISSISSIPPI SHERIFFS ESCAPED 
FROM ST. LOUIS WITH PREY. 


A Quartette of Negroes Charged With Mur- 


by Official N Men Are Sure 
That They Will Be Lynched—James K. 
Wright's Fears. 


The quartette of Carondelet negroes taken 
to Mississippi yesterday to answer to charges 
of murder were delivered over to Deputy- 
Sheriffs Wilson and Alexander of Meridian, 
Miss., under protest. When the arrest on 
Wednesday was made tne friends of the 
Wright boys and Williams at once hunted up 
Attorneys Chas. P. Johnson and Alpert Bur- 
gess, these gentlemen having acted for the 
colored men at the time tne latter 
were under arrest for participancy in the 
Carondelet riot. It was almost 5o’clock when 
the prisoners were brought to the Four Courts 
from the First District Police Station, and Mr. 
Burgess at once proceeded to the Criminal 
Court and made application before Judge Nor- 
mile for a writ of habeas corpus. After read- 
ing the petition Judge Normile granted the 
plea and ordered the writ issued, returnable 
on Saturday morning at 10 o’ clock. 

That same evening Deputy Alexander 

HURRIED TO JEFFERSON CITY 
and laid his case before Gov. Francis with 
an application for a requisition, giving the 
names of the prisoners as Burrell, Allen and 
Ellis Brown and Sam Gillespie. The papers 
came down in proper form about 10 o’ clock a. 
m. yesterday and were at once presented to 
Chief Huebler, who waived all claim to the 
negroes and turned them over to the Deputy 
Sheriffs. The deputies in order to avoid any 


further legal complications, shackled the 
men two and two and,accompanied by Detect- 
ive Burke of the city force, boarded the first 
train across the river and heid the 
in East St. Louis all day, taking 
Mississippi train for the South late last night. 

When Attorney Burgess made his appear- 
ance atthe Four Courts about 10 o’clock to- 
day and found the birds had flown he waxed 
S wroth. By proper bg mney om 
the writ of habeas corpus should have been 
made out by the clerk of the Criminal Court 
and placed inthe hands of the Sheriff, who 
would then be obliged to instruct a deputy to 
serve the papers on Ohlef Huebier, 

THIS WAS NOT DONB. 

Chief Huebier was not notified. Had sucha 
— been taken he would not have dared to 
deliver the prisoners to other than the officers 
of the Criminal Court. The only step left for 
the counsel was to intercept the Mississipplans 
and hold them on a process from Gov. Fifer of 
Illinois. Long before such action could be 
taken, however, the journey to the South was 
commenced and pursuit became hopeless. 
And then Mr. Burgess commenced an investi- 

ation. His application was all right. It was 
othe effect that James K., John S. and 
Robert Wright and Wm.

A GREAT SCHEME. 


The Plan to Found An Irish-American 
Republic. 


med, III., July5.—A numberof promi- 
nent Irisb-Americans held a private meeting 
yesterday afternoon to discuss the feasi- 
bility of organizing an Irish-American Re- 
public to advance the interests of Ireland and 
theIrish race. After a lengthy discussion it 
was unanimously decided to adopt a plan of 
action, formulated and proposed by Wm. T. 


Griffin. Accordingly an organization was 
erfected to be known as the Irish-American 
Republic Association, and an election of 
officers was held. It is the Intention of the 
projectors of the above named Association to 
organize a land syndicate composed of influ- 
ential and wealthy Irishmen, and send repre- 
sentatives to Canada, Chili, Peru and Mexico. 
The latter country, it is understood, would be 
willing to dispose of Lower California or a 
neighboring State under certain conditions, 
withthe privilege of establishing an Irish- 
American Republic thereon. The money ex- 
nended on improvements, necessasaries and 
fand will be secured by mortgage, without 
interest or at a very low rate of interest, and 
will be collected in small annual installments 
the same as rent. This money will be utilized 
to build and equip @ navy, erganize an army, 
develop the resources of the country and és- 
sha republie. Said one of the men inter- 
din the movement: : 

‘Should Canadian land be secured, an 
effort will be made to colonize it with 1,000,000 
Jrish and Irish-American farmers. This num- 
ber of Irishmen, with the number of Irish 
already in Canada, andthe assistance of the 
French Canadian element would, it is 
thought, be able to capture the Canadian Gov- 
ernment and convert a powerful 
Franco-Irish republic. opposition

of a Franco-Irish repuplie will be 
the Province of ntario. This 
opposition, however, will be suppressed 


by throwing the disaffected portion of this 
province into the American Union. When 
once within the jurisdiction of the United 
States the neutrality laws will keep the in- 
habitants in check and compel them to be- 
come reconciled to their situation. But should 
England dispute the authority of her Franco- 
Irish subjects to assume exclusive control of 
Canadian affairs and declare war against 
them, the neutrality law would not paevent 
the enormous emigration of Irishmen from 
this country to Canada.’’

Mrs. Ida D. Wilkes Sues for Divorce and 
Mrs. Anna Rienke for Land—Notes. 


Mrs. Ida D. Wilkestells a terrible tale of 
suffering and unhappy married life in her 
petition for divorce filed this morning against 
her husband. She was married to James 
Wilkes July 27, 1882, and during the years that 
followed he often threatened to kill her. 


Once he threw a hatchet at her

REGULATION WEAPONS. 


POLICEMEN MUST CARRY COLT’S 88-CALI- 
BRE, WITH BLUE METAL BARRELS. 


The Commissioners Make a Rule Which 
rprises the Patrolmen and Causes Con- 
derable Comp)laint—Evidences of Loose- 

ness in Former Regulations—Scouring 
Second-Hand Shops for New Revolvers. 


HE police received orders at 
roll call last night to provide 
themselves with 88-caliber 
Colt’s revolvers, blue metal, 

dy August I. The police Com- 

missioners have had the sub- 

ject of weapons before them 
ever since the killing of Mr. 

Wm. D. Yerby, on Sunday, 

= the 23d inst., by the acci- 
dental discharge of Police 
Officer Doran’s revolver. 

Officer Doran carried a 388- 
caliber Colt’s revolver, and, 

as will be remembered, the weapon fell from- 
his pocket, and the hammer striking the 
granite a cartridge was exploded, the ball 
from which entered the head of Mr. Yerby, 

who was seated in an Olive street car. Officer 
Doran was exonerated from all blame, but the 
next day an order was issued that all 
officers should carry thelr revolvers on 
a blank shell. This action was taken 
immediately, and the older was peremptory, 

but it was regarded as only temporary, and 

the police expectedanew rule at any time. 

The manner in which they carried their 
weapons andthe character of the revolvers 
they themselves regarded as a 

CONSTANT MENACE TO LIFE, 

and they were ready at any time to co-operate 
with the Commissioners in effecting a reform. 

The direction of the reform, however, is any- 

thing but satisfactory to them, and though 

police discipline forbids the patrolmen having 
auy ideas of their own or critizing the action 

of their superiors, a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
this morning obtained the views of several 


of them, and they were anything 
but complimentary to the judgment 
of the Commissioners or of who- 


ever advised them to adopt such a course, In 
the first place, they say that the desired ob- 


ject will not be accomplished, asto make the 
weapon safe to any extent they will have to 
carry but four loaded cartridges, and that 
they will be weakened just to that extent in 
an emergency when one load might save their 
lives or prevent the commission of crime or 
insure the bringing to justice ofa criminal. 
To carry the hammer free, so that the cylin- 
der may revolve, it must be raised to the seo- 
ond click, and this leaves the jaw so wide 
open that chance is left for it to catch on an 
obstruction of any kind, even a loose thread 
about the clothes, and, being pulled back, to 
be discharged. They also complain that the 
— — chosen has such a rebound that when 
discharged it almost jumps out of the hand, 
though they admit that except for these reas- 
ons the Colt is an excellent weapon. 
' WHAT THEY WANTED

WILLIAM D’ALVINI DEAD. 


The Famous Magician Piays His Last Trick 
and Leaves the Stage. 


D' Alvini, the juggler, Who gave an exhibi- 
tion at the Grand Opera-house in May last, 
died in Chicago yesterday.
